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Amend has not been entered at least because of the following: 

Claim 36 was dependent on claim 35 which was dependent on claim 27. The current amendment 
to claim 36 does not at least include the limitations in claim 35 including "said candidate clock 
signals of said plurality are spaced substantially equally in phase one from the next". 

Applicant argues that they have claimed that all of the rising edges and all of the falling edges 
are connected to receive the same stream of serial data while Tulpule does not disclose this since 
in Tulpule each different rising edge receives a different sync signal This is not persuasive since 
the same input 24 into 26 is what rising edge and falling edge latches, 32 and 34, are using. 

Applicant argues that since the timing of the rising edge is uncertain as the rising edge occurs 
due to a sync signal, Tulpule does not teach rising edge latch being triggered at the rising edge of 
a cycle. This is not persuasive. The sync signal is cycling between high and low and thus it is a 
cycle even though the timing is uncertain. Hence, even when the rising edge occurs based on a 
sync signal, the rising edge is being triggered based on the cycle.
